Bingen application violates the very foundation-stone of the 
package-store law—which is, that no stores shall be estab- 
lished in any community not having adequate police pro- 
tection.

in keeping Ihc territorial liquor 
business concentrated here in our 
own city.

The departing year began wilh 
business hopping right along, wilh n 
President ju>-l overwhelmingly elected 
and a prevalent belief that Congress 
would give him everything he wanted.

troops by both sides, the Spanish 
city at Tcrucl in southern Arsgon was 
developing Thursday as the main arena 
of the Spanish war.

Generalissimo Francisco Franco of 


the insurgency launched a counter- 
offensive, and Thursday was adding

PRKSCCTT, Ark .-The rains of the 


pasl few weeks have rendered some 
of the roads in Ihe county almost im- 
pa;isable, Ihe chief trouble lying in 
the washing out of bridges. 


Some difficulty has been encount- 


ered with the bridge near the Camp 
Ground on the Cale road, nnd the 
earth around Ihe abutments on the 
bridges on the Pike county road ha 
been washed away. County Engineer 
Whnrlon said that repairs have already 
started on the laleer. One or two 
bridges have-been washed out in the 
lower part of the county, and Judge 
Bradley saaid that he had just return- 
ed from a survey of csctions where 
Ciinoy creek has covered the road. 


Less difficulty than might be ex- 


pected has been caused by the im- 
pairment of roads, however, as the 
schools are out for the holidays and 
school buses are not running. 


Work on the Pike enmity road is 


almost complete, according to Judge 
Bradley, and Mr. Whnrlon said that 
.such gravelling as remains to be done 
will be started as son as Die weather 
permits. 


Workers are also ready to begin on 


the Bluff City road. Last Monday had 
been set for the resupmtion of work 
there, but inclement weather forced 
a postponement. Mr.

F. D. Hits Business 


His Spokesman, Jackson, 
Says "Capital Has Gone 


on Strike" 


TRUTH, OR "ALIBI"? 


Jackson May Be Paving 
.Way for New Attack by 


President Himself • ' 


WASHINGTON —(IP)— An economy 


bloc composed of 10 Southern Demo- 
cratic representatives, it was learned 
Thursday, is drafting a detailed bud- 
get-balancing program for submis- 
sion to President Roosevelt. 


One member, who declined 
to.be 


quoted by name, said the legislators 
had banded together to seek cuts in 
federal expenditures "all along the 
line," especially in agencies created 
during the last few years. 


Senate Republican Leader McNary, 


of Oregon, charged Thursday that at- 
tacks on "big business" by adminis- 
tration spokesmen constituted an "ob- 
vious effort to create an alibi" to ex- 
plain the current recession. 


He challenged as "political" two 


recent speeches of Robert Jackson, as- 
sistant attorney general. They 
"ap- 


parently were made," he asserted, "to 
prepare the way" for President Roose- 
velt's message to congress next Mon- 
day. 


"Strike of Capital" 


WASHINGTON-(/P)-A charge by 


Robert H. Jackson that "monopol- 
istic" concentrations of wealth were 
on strike against Roosevelt policies 
gave further indications Wednesday 
that, the administration .would try to 
clamp new' controls on, "big business" 
in 1938. 
. •'"•''r"' " 


The 
assistant 
attorney 
general, 


speaking to the American Political 
Science Association in Philadelphia, 
said that big business chose this per- 
iod of recession as a likely time to 
"liquidate" the New Deal and free it- 
self of governmental controls. Tne 
speech was the latest in a series by 
Jackson who contends ihat "monop- 
oly" brought on the recession by rais- 
ing prices excessively. 


Big Business Got Profits 


Jackson asserted that big business 


had seized upon the recession "as a 
cudgel to whack concessions out of 
government." They wish, he added, 
"to throw off all governmental inter- 
ference with their incorporated initia- 
tive and their 'aristocralic anarchy'." 


Jackson said government was "the 


only agency with the power to condi- 
tion capitalism and indistrialism to 
survive" and suggested business was 
blind to the advantages it derived from 
the process. 


"The unvarnished truth," he said, "is 


that the governments recovery 
pro- 


gram has succeeded nowhere else so 
effeclively as in restoring the profits 
of business. Labor has had no such 
advantage. 


"The only just criticism thai can be 


made of Ihe economic operations of the 
New Deal is lhal il sel out a breakfast 
for the canary and let the cat steal it; 
it did not sufficiently .guard recovery 
from the raids of the monopolist. One 
group in the United States that has no 
cause for complaint is the big business 
group." 


Recovery of Major Concerns 


In support of this statement, he read 


a table comparing what lie said were 
the 1932 operations of a group of major 
business concerns with their 1936 prof- 
its. 


These showed Iwo automobile con- 


cerns (Chrysler and General Motors) 
had a combined loss of $11,000,000 in 
1932 and a profit of $301,000,000 in 1936; 
four steel companies (United States, 
Crucible, National and Jones & Laugh- 
lin) were shown as losing $82,000,000 in 
1932 and made $70,000,000 in 1936; three 
chemical companies (du Pont, Ameri- 
can Syaiiamid and Monsanto) report- 
edly made $27,000,000 in 1932 and $96,- 
000,000 in 1936. 


Jackson asserted that the "wrath of 


the people" had been rising as the re- 
sult of business' "strike.1 "Now the 
things they strike against are the 
things that won Ihe increasing ma- 
jorities in 1932-34 and 193G," he said. 
"Do these big business men think 
they can strike down a whole program 
that so held the hopes of men without 
arousing bitter resentment." 


High Salaries Cited 


Jackson said that "prices are no long- 


er determined by the law of supply 
ami demand in many basic imlusliies" 
and added: "The trend toward con- 
centration is also a very real threat 
against the individual competitive sys- 
tem. 
This private socialism, this pri- 


vate regimentation of industry, fi- 
nance and commerce, if not stopped, is 
the forerunner of political socialism." 


The assistant attorney general as- 


serted thai the "real brains" of pri- 
vate enterprise were in subordinate 
positions—kept there because "the rich

The advice promptly became enshrined in a proverb, but 


the practical application'of it soon lapsed. Succeeding admin- 
istrations, have been skillful at walking softly, but the big 
stick has rested among the cobwebs back in the woodshed. 


Now/however, there are signs that the big stick is being 


dusted off and made ready for use. 


The American notes to Japan in connection with the 


Panay incident had a sternness and a grim insistence that 
American rights be observed which had not been heard 
around'Washington in a long-time. The swinging ot the bio- 
stick could be seen dimly in the background. It is worth wh.'lo 
to examine the reasons for this trend.

IRST of all. Uncle Sam once more has a big stick to swing— 


an almighty big one. when you stop to look at it. 
The navy has been built up to a point where it can demand 


respect everywhere. The building is still going on. Naval esti- 
mates for the next fiscal year, it is expected, will run to *680,- 
000,000 or better. All'arms of the fleet have been strengthen- 
ed and will be strengthened still further. 


The air force also has been built up. Only .recently a 


prominent British authority testified that the American en- 
force was "one of the largest and possibly the most efficiently 
armed" in existence. 
American war planes are the beat in 


f:he world, America has a good number of them, and more are 
on the way. 


-All of this means that American might is once again a 


factor to be reckoned. 
No longer it is merely potential 


strength, expressed in terms of latent resources; it is actual, 
visible strength, ready to be used. No foreign office on earth 
is likely to overlook it. 


On top of this, evidently there has been a realization in 


...Washington that there are more ways than one to work for a 


peaceful world. 
One way we have tried for years: the way ot scrupulously 


observing all of our own treaty obligations and piously hop- 
ing that other nations would do the same. This way has not 
worked any toe well—to put it mildly. The most solemn 
treaties have been gaily disregarded of late. America's humble 
requests for a little international good faith have been ignored. 


The other way is to demand bluntly that treaty obliga- 


tions be respected—and to have that big stick casually swing- 
ing, in the background, while the demand is made.

American national guard regiment should have no room for 
any unit bearing a foreign designation—whether it be Rus- 
sian, British or whatnot. He was also right in insisting that 
members of the guard must "under no circumstances employ 
their status as national guardsmen to further or promote any 
so-called nationalistic group or non-American policy or racial 
cause." 


A national guardsman, like a soldier in the regular army, 


"has one country to support—and only one. The moment he 
tries to support two, his usefulness as a guardsman ends.
